Remarks 

1 . Applicants' cancellation to claim 22 is acknowledged. Claims 1-4, 6-17, 20, 21 and 23- 
33 are pending in the application. 

2. The objection and rejection, as set forth in the previous Office Action, are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-17, 20, 21 and 23-33 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, Yoshimi et al. to US 5,698,869, teaches a related art, as stated in 
the previous office Action. However, Yoshimi et al. at least neitherteach nor suggest forming a 
buried amorphous region in the device region; forming a source/drain extension region and 
another impurity region overlapping the source/drain extension region; and the first dislocation 
region traversing the first junction and the second dislocation region traversing the second 
junction. 

Therefore, the instant invention is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the prior 
art of record.
